That, he said, would be worth twenty tariff 
agreements. 

Mr. W. H. Mainwaring (Labour) said that 
the real cause of the world crises was not the 
gold standard, but the fact that the 
capitalistic system had been shaken to its 
foundations. Jt was no good tinkering with 
the question. It should be grappled with as 
a whole and radically altered. 

Mr. D. M. Mason (Liberal) said that, 
whether we were a socialistic or a capitalistic

The recent death, at a comparatively early 
age, of Sean O Cathain, of the 
Island, has removed a "personality from one 
of the last outposts of Gaelic Ireland. ‘Sean 
an Ri,” as he was popularly styled, acted as 
the island postman for the last seven years, 
and was a familiar figure to all visitors to 
the Blaskets, taking most of them across to 
ths islands from the mainland. in his currach. 
The son of the late Padraig OCathain,. who 
was described as ‘“‘the king” by the island 
author, Tomas O Criomhthain, in his book, 
“An tOileanach.” Bean O Cathain's kindness 
and hospitality endeared him to the islanders 
and every visitor who met him. A “Man of 
Aran” in appearance, he never left the 
Kingdom of Kerry during his lifetime, and 
was one of the few Blasket.

He was examimed 
by the Board ef Assessors set up under the 
Military Service Pensions Act, 1924, and on 
18th December, 1924, obtained from the .De- 
partment of Defence a certificate of his muli- 
tary service, but his application for a pension 
had been refused. The defence was that the 
action was not maintainable by reason of the 
provisions of the Act. 


AWAY FROM IRELAND. 
The attitude of the Minister for Defence was, 
said Mr. Campbell, that the whole matter of 
granting a pension was within his discretion, 
and that, although the plaintiff had had the 
proper service, still he could refuse to give 
him anything whatsoever. Counsel under- 
stood that plaintiff left the country for a long 
period and came. back and applied for his 
pension, hut there was no point rega:@ ng the 
time within which such application could he 
made. The real issue was whether plaintiff 
had fulfilled every condition neressary to en- 
title him to a pension, or whether the defen- 
dants had a right to say: ‘‘ Notwithstanding 
that vou have done evervthing required under 
the Statute, we are the final arbitrators, and 
we are not bound to give you a pension.’ 

The Act, he submitted, was intended to re- 
ward and make provision for. persons who 
had fought, and was wholly different from an 
ordinary Pensions Act providing for persons 
at yresent serving in the Army. 

Mr. Campbell had not concluded his argu- 
ment when the Court rose.

Wide Prospects. 


I suppose it would be difficult to say 
from what point oh the heights surround- 
ing Dublin the most impressive views are 
to be obtained, but I have always favoured 
the summit of Kippure and Ballinascorney 
Gap. Recently, eel on a day whic 
was exceptionally clear,. I discovered a 


more extensive prospect from a hill near. 


Blessington. At Cross Chapel there is a 
turn to the right along a steep road, and 
then again to the right, up a steeper lane 
which leads to the summit of the hill. 
From this point parts of Westmeath, Kil- 
dare, Leix, Offaly, and probably Dublin, 
were to be seen. It was possible to pick 
out Croghan Hill, in Westmeath; the 
Hill of Allen, and portions ot the Slieve 
Bloom Mountains. In Wicklow, the hills, 
from this unus:.cl angle, formed an im- 
pressive sight.- Mullaghcleevaun and 
Moanbane were the most conspicuous, with 
Seechon and Seefingan in the foreground, 
and Lugnaquilla in the distance. I 
imagine this is one of the few places 
within easy reach of Dublin from which 
five counties may be seen.

The explanation is that the Lancashire 
Sea Fisheries Laboratory at Liverpool 
University have been catching large 
numbers of fish, markine them, and 
putting them back again into the Irish 
Sea, in order to study the trend of migra- 
tion. It is said that plaice, for instance, 
lay their eggs in the south end of 
St. George’s Channel, and when the off- 
spring are a little older they migrate to 
various mud and sand banks, which serve 
as nurseries. When the fish have reached 
maturity they go north again. . There is 
still a lot to be learned about the move- 
ments of fish, apparently, since it is on 
record that one plaice, which was buttoned 
and released at Anglesey, was caught four 
days later at the Isle of Man, while many 
other fish, released at the same place and 
caught again, were found not to have 
moved from the neighbourhood. The little 
metal and bone buttons attached to the 
fish bear a serial number and te letter 
“L' for Liverpool. 


Bloodstock Sales. 


Though the Horse Show is not due yet, 
the bloodstock sales list is already to hand. 
This will be the forty-eighth annual sale 
of bloodstock held in conjunction with the 
Royal Dublin Society’s Horse Show, in the 
Sale Paddocks at Ballsbridge. These 
sales are not on the same ambitious scale 
as those of Tattersall’s at Doncaster and 
Newmarket, where prices soar, but it is 
safe to state that they are the best market 
in the world in which to acquire a real 
bargain. On this head, neither Cheri’s in 
Paris, Saratoga in New York, nor Ran- 
wick’s in Sydney can compete with Goff’s 
at Ballsbridge. Just think of all the 
famous performers in the history of the 
Turf that have been picked up at bagatelle 
prices there. There was Brown Jack, who, 
with his pilot, Steve Donoghue, created a 
record at Ascot. It has been stated that 
Donoghue discovered Brown Jack; but I 
do not think that is correct, for the famous 
jockey had no association with Brown Jack 
until he was given the mount on him. The 
horse was originally bought at the Horse 
Show sales. for £75. Tag End, the best 
sprinter of modern times, changed owners 
in this market for £130. Sylvius, one of 
the greatest animals of his time in Aus- 
tralia, was also purchased at Ballsbridge. 
Then there was Diomedes, who was picked 
up for 200 guineas. Athasi, the dam of 
Trigo, Athford, Harinero and Primero, 
was passed to the late Mansergh Manley, 
on behalf of the late Mr. David Barnett, at 
these sales. Later, her owner, Mr. W. 
Barnett, bought her from his brother, and 
Athasi laid the foundation of his stud and 
produced the winners who are now nota- 
bilities in the annals of the Turf. 

For something like £175 Roamer was 
knocked down. He was the champion 
handicapper in South Africa during the 


seasons 1927-’28-'20. Grakle, a Grand 
National winner, was bought as a year- 
ing here, and it will be recollected that 
Golden Miller passed through the hands 
of Goffs, who brought down “the hammer 
in his case at 100° guineas. These 
are only a few of the celebrities who 
started their career in this now famous 
sale ring. This year’s bloodstock sales 
promise to be as interesting as ever. In 
fact, the entries show an increase over 
other years. 


Sackville-O’Connell Street. 


I have received a letter from Mr. 
William Richardson, who wishes to put 
me right with regard to the correct name 
of this street. He assures me that the 
name was legally changed from Sackville 
street to that of O'Connell street in 
October, 1924. Before the name of the 
street could the changed the will of the 
majority of the ratepayers, in numbers 
and in value, of that street had to be 
ascertained. In accordance with | this 
regulation, a meeting of the Vlorporation 
was held on May 5th, 1924, whereat it 
was proposed, and carried, that ‘ the 
name of Sackville street be changed to 
Sraid O Conaill (O'Connell street).’’ On 
May 3lst the ratepayers were required to 
cast their votes for or against the.change, 
with the result that ninety-four, with a 
value of £15,071, agreed to the change ; 
twenty-two, with a value of £2,625, 
objected; and thirty-five, value £5,781, 
did not vote. There was thus a clear 
majority for the change. In the mean- 
while the Corporation had been dispersed, 
and was replaced by three Commissioners. 
They were presented with the results of 
the voting of May 3lst, and decided to 
accept the proposal of May 5th, as it 
stood. They made themselves responsible 
for the official intimation of the change, 
informing the Chief Commissioner of 
Police, the Secretary of the Post Office, 
Commissioners of Valuation, Controller of 
Rates, and Messrs. Thom for Directory 
purposes. 


Drought. 


I have been looking over the weather 
records of the past eight years, which 
show that the driest vears were 1933, with 
275 fine days, and 1932, with 252, Next 
came 1926, with 234, while the lowest 
was 1930, with 169 dry days. Should the 
present year beat the record of 1933, the 
position will become serious, but the real 
danger, of course, is not a shortage of 
drinking, or even washing, water, but 
pestilence’ from insufficiently flushed 
drains. Quite recently I heard a simple 
solution of the problem propounded by a 
small boy of ten, who was listening to his 
elders discussing the possibility of water 
shortage, ‘‘ Daddy,’’ he inquired, “ don’t 
all the rivers empty themselves into the 
sea?’ ‘* Yes,”’ his parent admitted: 
“they do.” ‘‘ But surely the sea doesn’t 
need all that water. Why don’t they dig 
deep holes and store up some of it. until 
it's wanted?” Why, indeed?

I may be 
giving away a well-guarded secret, but I 
have been told it is because of the fact 
that you can now sail direct from Cork to 
Cherbourg.

LIFFEY “A MASS OF 
POLLUTION.” 


BAILIFF REPORTS SICKLY 
SALMON. 


At a meeting of the Dublin Conservators 
of Fisheries yesterday, Mr. McNamara, Head 
Water Bailiff, in his report. stated that many 
salmon in the River Liffey between Island- 
bridge and Lucan appeared to be in a sickly 
condition, and that some dead fish had been 
taken from the river in this area. 

Moreover, he continued, the fish had re- 
fused to take bait of any description. He 
believed that the fish had died of some 
disease, while high temperature and the low 
state of the water between Chapelizod and 
Islandbridge, where repairs were being carried 
out by the Dublin Corporation, might also 
account for many of the dead fish. i 

For some time past the River Liffey was a 
mass Of polution, Drains of every kind 
flowed into it, which, with other oily matter, 
had created an oily scum on the surface of 
the water. The same conditions had been 
ebserved at the North Wall and Ringsend, 
but this had been occasioned by the painting 
and oiling of boats. A good ‘flood in the 
river, he added, would be the only remedy 
for this state of affairs. | 

It was stated that for some time past large 
quantities of salmon were being sent to the 
Publin market from Killarney and Ballina 
and sold at 10d. per lb. This was a great 
temptation to fish hawkers and others to 
deal illegally in salmon without licences. One 
case had already been discovered in the city, 
but so far no prosecution had been in- 
stituted 

Concluding, the report stated that the 
Ringsend fishermen were having a very bad 
season. Their catches were small, and many 
had complained of seais taking salman from 
their nets. Mr. McNamara himself had seen 
seals at Ringsend on a few occasions recently. 

Mr. A. E. Woodnutt, who presided at the 
meeting, said he had no doubt but that the 
mortality among the fish was being caused 


| by the low condition of the water.

BIO-CHEMISTRY.

TO “HE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES, 

Sirn,—In his letter of 30th ‘ult. Professor 
Conway says that “I stated, in effect, that 
when 1 mentioned bio-chemistry to the Civil 
Service Commission in relation to the 
Universities I 1eally meant applied bio- 
chemistry in the brewing industry.”’ 

I object mivst emphatically to this con- 
struction of my words. If he read the 
second paragraph of my letter of 27th ult. 
correctly he would see that my statement 
was a reply to a specific question of facts. 
Professor Conway’s communication te the 
new special degree course to be inaugurated 
bears out my statement that there was no 
special degree course in bio-chemistry (with 
application to brewing inter alia) as in 
Cambridge. I may mention that bio- 
chemistry was one of the subjects in the 
faculties ot applie? chemistry and agricul- 
ture in the College of Science. 

His first letter stated that bio-chemistry 
has been taught fo; several years as a sub- 
ect for the B.Sc degree. know it has 
een taught in the medical schools, but 
ae áre are not recruited from these schools. 
_ df he admits that applied bio-chemistry 
is of the very greatest importance to this 
agricultural country, as it is, indeed, is it 
not strange that the question of a degree 
course has been considered only some months 
"Eo; and that the mention of its non-existence 
should raise a protest from the medical 
schools? Time alone will tell if the chief 
application of this science lies in medicine 
or elsewhere. 

Whether the learned professor agrees with 
me or not, | am glad that, even at this late 
hour, the ideas of my Professor, Dr. W. 
Adeney, are te be put into operation.—

SHANNON SCHEME 
EXPLAINED. -

INTEREST OF FRENCH 
VISITORS.

LIMERICK, Wednesday. 


The steeply sloping banks of Lough Derg, 
18 miles above Tieneiriche, became a Mass 
room for a short time this afternoon, when 
Mr. J. M. Fay, Technical Direetor of the 
Electricity Supply Board, told the fifty 
French engineers who are on a visit to 
Ireland — about the origin and 
development of the Shannon hydro-electric 
power scheme. 

Early this morning the engineers left 
Dublin Fy omnibus for Limerick, and after 
being entertained by the Mayor, Mr. P. F. 
Quinlan, they went to Killaloe, where the 
head-race for the Ardnacrusha Power House 
starts. Here they stopped for a few minutes 
to talk to Mr. Laurence J. Kettle, formerly 
electrical engineer to Dublin Corporation, but 
now a director of the E.S.B. 

He told them of the developments in the 
lower reaches of Lough Derg which is being 
deepened by dredgers to improve its storage 
capacity and increase the lead of water avail- 
able during summer months at the Power 
House. 

The engineers then went higher up the 
Lough, where, for a moment, the seriousness 
of the visit was forgotten while the visitors 
admired the view. 

Before Mr. Fay outlined the work of the 
Electricity Supply Board the visiting 
engineers were presented to the chairman, 
Mr. R. F. Browne, and the chief operations 
engineer, Mr. T. P. O'Connor, who had come 
from Dublin to welcome them. 


NEW TURBINE. 


“The contract for the first stage of the 
Shannon scheme was signed in 1925, and four 
years later the Power Na at Ardnacrusha 
was put into development,” said Mr. Fay. 
“The first three turbo-generators to be in- 
stalled are capable of an output of 20,000 
kilowatts each. Now a fourth turbine, a 
machine of a different type, has been in- 
stalled, and this has a guaranteed output 
oí 25,000 kilowatts. On test it actually 
developed 28,C J kilowatts. 

‘‘Lough Derg has been embanked to store 
186 million cubic metres of water and a head 
race from above O'Brien's Bridge to the 
Power Station had to be made. he upper 
lakes of the Shannon, Lough Allen and Lough 
Ree, also are used for water storage.” . 

A few other technical details were explained 
to the visitors before they left to inspect the 
weir, and then the power house. While the 
civil engineers expressed admiration for the 
construction of the canal and auxiliary works, 
those who were connected with hydro-electric 
work appeared very interested in the station 
itself. 

Mons. Gaspard, who has been engaged in 
similar work in the Alps and the Pyrenees, 
commented that these were the only two 
other electrification schemes comparable to 
that under the control of the E.S.B. 

‘One of these,’’ he said, “is at Kembs, 
on the Rhine, in Alsace, where there is a 
station in operation for two and a half years. 
The other is at Dnieperstroi, in Russia. We 
have several hydro-electric stations in France, 
but, unlike Ireland's, they do not cater for 
the whole country.” 


AN IMPORTANT UNIT. 


During a talk with the engmeers at the 
power house, it was learned that the new 
25,000 k.w. turbo-generator is the longest 
(‘aplin-type turbine in the world to be 
operated with a head of 100 feet of water. The 
importance of this fourth unit of the Shannon 
acheme is that, unlike the earlier turbines, 
it does not lose any efficiency when operating 
on less than full power. Its full efficiency is 
obtained all the time, even during summer. 
Although the world. industrial depression 
does not appear to have affected the consump- 
tion of electricity in the Free State, one of the 
visitors stated that in France the demand on 
the generating stations has decreased by six 
rer cent. during the past two years. ‘ But 
now it is picking up,” he added. 
At the Mayoral reception to the French 
visitors, Mr. Quinlan expressed his pleasure 
at welcoming them to Ireland. They might 
remember from their history lessons, he raid, 
that after the siege of Limerick in the 17th 
century the “ Wild Geese” left the banks of 
the Shannon for France, and Patrick Sarsfield, 
after whom one of the city’s bridges is named, 
had died in their country. He hoped that the 
visit and further visits would cement the 
friendship between the nations. 
Waving his hand towards the back of the 
room where the flags of France and of the 
Free State hung side by side, Mons. De 
Rouville, President of the French Association, 
remarked: ‘‘ Mr. Mayor, our countries both 
have a tri-colour for their emblem, so we 
must always be friends.”’ 
To-night the Mayor and. Mrs. Quinlan 
entertained the visitors at a dance in the 
Stella Ballroom. In the morning they will 
continue their journey to Killarney and Cork.

GAELTACHT HOUSING.

On the Committee stage of the Housing 
(Gaeltacht) (Amendment) Bill, 1954 for 
which £300,000 is required, , ! 

Mr. F. LYNCH (U.LP., Kerry) moved an 
amendment providing that the restriction of 
loans and grants to Irish-speaking house- 
holds should apply only to the Breac-Gael- 
tacht and not to the Fior-Gaeltacht. “The 
imendment, he said, confined the restriction 
to the Breac-Gaeltacht, and he mentioned 
that a family which had left the country 
ind had: gone, say, to America and returned 
to the Fior-Gaeltacht would be deprived of 
the advantages of the Act, because for some 
years they would have been Wa English. 
The people in the Breac-Gaeltacht could 
make use of the ordinary Housing Acts, be- 
cause as a rule they were better off than 
the people in the Fior-Gaeltacht. It would 
be no hardship on the Breac-Gaeltacht to 
make this restriction apply, but he con- 
tended that it would be a hardship on the 
people of the Fior-Gaeltacht. The bill 
was intended to stimulate the speaking of the 
[rish language, but by a rigidity of this 
kind they were doing the contrary. They 
would embitter the people who were excluded 
from the Act, and when such people looked

thev would blame the Irish language. 

Mr. O'GRADY, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the.

CHRISTIAN EXISTENCE. 

Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that 
it would be admitted that one of the most 
successful schemes embarked upon since the 
Free State was established was the Gaeltacht 
Housing scheme. Under the original Act it 
was provided that if there was not sufficient 
money available to meet the applications for 


houses preference should be given to the 
Irish-speaking households. There were 
always more applications than there was 
money to meet them, and he had described 
that as a grave situation He referred to a 
recent instance in Derry, where a man was 
deprived of outdoor relief because he had 
shouted '“ Up Dev ’’—a decision which they 


would all agree was a monstrous one—and 
here they were going to deprive people of 
decent social conditions sbecause they could 
not prove to an inspector that Irish was 
the vernacular of their homes in the 
Gaeltacht. Every deputy was anxious to co- 
operate in restoring the language, but they 
should be careful not to stimulate a strong 
public opinion against the difficult. task they 
had undertaken. There were a good many 
people in the country who felt that the effort 
to restore the language was a waste of time, 
and such a line of proposal as that in the 
bill gave such people a legitimate weapon 
against it A bad means of getting people 
to learn Irish would be to deprive them of 


the means of Christian existence. 
senator CONNOLLY, resisting the amend- 
ment, said that its supporters overlooked 


the main purpose of the bill. There were 
housing provisions for the entire country, 
which, it had to be remembered, showed very 
little difference in the terms for loans under 
the Gaeltacht Housing Acts and the Loca! 
Government Housing Acts. The difference 
was.a half per cent. less under the Gaeltacht 
Housing Acts. The slight advantage was 
given deliberately for the purpose of en- 
couraging the speaking of Irish, which was 
the whole consideration and purpose of these 
Lills. Surely it was not suggested that Irish 
people returning from America or Scotland 
should get consideration under the bill. The 
amendment would defeat the purpose of the 
bill and the spirit behind it. 


THE SPIRIT OF THE BILL. 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.1., Dublin, N.) ex- 
Ean the opinion that the objects of the 
ill were not in mind at all. If there was 
no problem of saving the language in Irish- 
speaking areas, there would be no Gaeltacht 


method adopted in the principal Act was far 
better. 

Mr. DILLON said that it was difficult to 
understand the mentality that would with- 
hold from persons in the Gaeltacht grants 
for necessary repairs to houses, the present 
conditions of which imperilled their health.

INCREASED COST OF THE 
SERVICES. 


On the second reading stage of the Appro- 
priation Bill, 1934, 

Mr. R. MULCAHY (UL, Dublin, N.) 
directed attention to the increased cost 
of tha Army, the Civic Guards and 
the Secret Service, and the enormous 
legislative efforts for development of 
industry, such as for bootilaces and 
buttons. He complained that no information 
had been given as to the location of the one 
hundred iactories that the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce said had been estab- 
lished. 

All over the country endeavour was being 
made to cloak the condition of things existing, 
and the methods pursued were those pursued 
by the British Government for many centuries, 
and that was by dissension, bitterness and 
partial justice. The whole policy was one 
directed to stir up feeling and develop dis- 
turbances in every part of the country, in 


the situation were. 
various incidents that had happened which 
should be taken, he said, in connection with 
the peer of the Minister for Justice, when 
the Minister declared two years ago that. it 
was “ to get the accursed crowd out of the 
way.” at policy is being gradually 
developed in a very ruthless way through the 
country, and they could see the effects on 
the people generally. 


RECENT INCIDENTS. 


Having referred to incidents which occurred 
in Drogheda in May last; in Waterford, where 
the hall of the League of Youth was attacked, 
in Mohill, where a platform was fired; in South 
Leix where, he said, for the past six months 
no supporter of United Ireland could pass 
through Ballacalla without being interfered 
with and insulted by a group of persons sit. 
ting on the window sill of the Civic Guard 
barrack; in Ballyrowan, South Leix, where 
United Ireland supporters were attacked and 
a Civic Guard refused to take a statement 
because “he had no pencil’; in Abbeyleix, 
where United Ireland supporters coming from 
a meeting were attacked, and, in Rathdowney. 
where United Ireland supporters were attacked 
by a mob in a dance—Mr. Mulcahy said that 
that day the Minister for Justice was unable 
to tell the Dail anything about the destruction 
of platforms in Counties Cork and Kilkenny, 
about persons who had robbed the Post Office 
in Galway, or about the burning of a hall 
in County Cavan. The sinister thing about it 
was that the Guards knew well who were the 
people responsible for directing the organisa- 
tion that was carrying out all this destruction 
and creating all this turmoil. 


PARTIAL JUSTICE. 

“ You are pursuing a policy of partial 
justice throughout the country,” declared Mr. 
Mulcahy, “and refusing to accept the re- 
sponsibilities of Goyernment. I do not know 
if these attacks come of the fortnightly con- 
sultations between the Labour Party and 

Fianna Fail. It is the policy of a tyrant, 
| who does not know where he is going or what 

he is doing. It is the Oliver Cromwell policy.” 

The police force in South Leix, directed by 
the Ministry, was being corrupted in its 
general attitude to its duty by the example 
it got from the Minister. At Wolfhill, a 
motor car belonging to a United Ireland 
organiser was taken and smashed actually in 
the presence of Civic Guards. 

“ Yesterday.' said Mr. Mulcahy, “a young 
man was sentenced in Dublin to 18 months’ 
imprisonment for manslaughter. The man 
who lost his life in Ennis lost it because 
of the policy of the Government, The Minister 
knows that the people who were responsible 
for the row in Ennis that day had mobilised 
arms there to fire over the grave of a young 
man who had been killed. That position was 
tolerated. i 
by anyene who stands to the Left.” 

Yet, the House was asked to vote additional 
sums for the police to carry on that policy, 
and for the Army to do—he did not know 
what. The Army had been called out too 
late to stop a disturbance in Cork the other 
night. Were they going to be called out whea 
it was too late for the police to be of 
any use in this country? There was not a 
day passed that did nct show increased dis- 
order as the result of the policy of ‘‘ get 
the accursed crowd out of the way.” The 
Minister need not think that by buying a 
few of his followers into the police force, or 
by reducing the police ta the stete they had 
reached in South Leix, the people were 
going to be deprived of their liberty.

: MEETING STONED. 

He went on to describe how a mob of 300 
persons divided into three groups around the 
meeting, which was held in the Market place, 
and proceeded to hurl stones at the meeting. 
There was a considerable number of women 
and young girls present. As soon as the 
stones began to fall, members of the League 
of Youth moved as if to attack the stone- 
throwers. General O'Duffy told them that the 
Civic Guards were there to deal with the 
disorder, and that they were not to leave the 
— The Blue Shirts remained, and the 
stone-throwing was resumed. A second time 
the Blue Shirts moved towards their 
assailants, and again were recalled by General 
O'Duffy. Many of the stone-throwing men 
were just behind the cordon of Civic Guards. 
Finally, the Blue Shirts had to push the 
police aside, and in three minutes the stone- 
throwers had dispersed. They ran with such 
amazing speed that the Blue Shirts could not 
catch. up. The meeting was resumed, and 
subsequentiy more stones were thrown at it, 
over the Market wall. When this happened. 
the Blue Shirts picked up the stones, huried 
them back, and the trouble stopped, 

“ Throughout the whole of this time,” 
commented Mr. Dillon, “there were more 
members of the Civic Guard 
Ballina than there were hooligans. 
Mr. DILLON said he was glad to hear 
that later, with the restraint of their lead>.s 
removed, some Blue Shirts who were return- 
ing to the railway station, and were attacked, 
turned upon their attackers, and beat them 
soundly, 


THE JOURNEY TO THE HOTEL. 
General O’Duffy had succeeded in avoiding 
bloodshed by holding in restraint members 
of the League of Youth. They then proceeded 
to walk from the place of meeting to the 
hotel where it was proposed to entertain 
General O’Duffy, and on the way they had 
been held up by a cordon of Gardai, behind 
which there was a band of hooligans. They 
were told by the officer in charge of the 
Gardai that they would have to go by another 
route. They did so, and on this route they 
were again held up. He told the superinten- 
dent that if he did not withdraw the cordon 
there would be trouble, and the cordon was 
then withdrawn. 

They were told subsequently by another 
officer that there was a crowd at the bottom 
of the street and that they could not proceed 
that way. He said that he would give them 
two minutes to clear the street, and if they 
did not do so they would do so themselves. 
There was nothing else to do. The Civic 
Guards were obviously acting under some 
invisible restraint. As soon as the crowd 
realised that the procession was coming their 
way every member of it vanished us fast 
as he could. Five Guards could have dis- 
persed that crowd. More than one member 
of the League of Youth had been struck in 
the course of the journey to the Imperial 
Hotel; one man’s forehead was split open 
by a stone, and all that time the members 
of the League of Youth, who could have 
cleared the streets, kept their ranks, and 
had made what he had considered to be a 
really heroic contribution to the preservation 
of law and order and towerds giveing an ex- 
ample of good citizenship to the people of

DANCE HALL TARRED. 


They had been informed also that the sup- 
agis of th: Minister for Justice in Ballina 
ad gone into the hall where a dance was to 
be held, had poured tar on the floor, had 
burned the decorations and had smashed the 
band instruments. He had no hesitation in 
saying that the members of the Gardai had 
received instructions from some one not to 
proceed vigorously against persons who might 
attempt to disturb the meeting. Quite apart 
from the effect that such a step might have 
on tha country as a whole, the effect that it 
would have on a force Jike the Gardai was 
appalling. It was extremely demoralising to 
the younger generation in a district like 
Ballina to see hooliganism allowed to proceed. 
The people who were responsible for that 
hooliganism were well known to be*supporters 
of the Minister for Justice. The day before 
those occurrences the Gardai had allowed a 
crowd to remain in the neighbourhood of 
Deputy Davis’s house, so that when a friend 
of his went over to his garage to take out a 
motor car the mob was allowed to knock him 
down. He was thrown down twice, and, as 
far as he (speaker) was aware, the Gardai 
had not raised a hand to deter them. Eventu- 
ally Deputy Davis had to come down with 
an ash plant and rescue that man from the 
mob, Surely, those facts constituted a very 
rave reflection on the administration of the 
linister for Justice. : 
Proceeding, Mr. DILLON said that it was 
time that the agricultural community got 
some indication from the Government in 
official form as to what were their ultimate 
intentions in regard to the economic war.

Contiguing, Mr. DILLON said that the 
foreign trade of this country had fallen to its 
lowest level, and the adverse trade balance 
for one month was greater than their entire 
export.

THE GOVERNMENT'S 
RESPONSIBILITY. 


The ATTORNEY-GENERA”, said that Dr, 
O’Higgins had asked: ‘‘ Why there had been 
no condemnation of interruptions at public 
meetings?” When any of these cases came 
before the Courts, counsel, acting on his 
instructions, condemned this type of attack, 
and asked for punishment for those respon- 
sible for them, He could, he thought, 
answer some of the charges that had been 
made in the House, and cite a number of 
casés in which persons who might be de- 
scribed as Blue Shirts were involved. He 
did not want to do that, or to say that 
one party was as bad as another. What the 
Government wanted to do was to prevent 
these outrages altogether. Deputy Mulcahy 


had selected a list of outrages, and nad saic 
that the Minister for Justice and himself had 
been parties to blatant corruption and law- 
breaking. Deputy Mulcahy had mentioned 
on?” ‘ase while it was sub judice. ‘That case 
in a certain sense now had concluded, and 
as he had referred to it and had repeated 
questions concerning it ad nauseum regarding 
who had been responsible for reducing the 
charges, or implications that influence had 
been brought to bear on him or on the State 
Solicitor, he wanted to deal with it in more 
detail than he otherwise would have done. 

He had there the reports of the District 
and Circuit Courts in connection vith this 
case, which was concerned with the burning 
of a platform in Mohill. He was not going 
to read his directions regarding that case, but 
if any deputy wished to see them he might. 
When the cases came on for hearing, the 
State Solicitor—who was an experienced man 
and who had been State Solicitor since the 
position was first established—had condemned 
roundly the burning of the platform, the 
attempts to interfere with free speech. and 
the outrage that took place on that night at 
Mohill. The State Solicitor, having Fe 
to all the circumstances, had inquired trom 
the defendants if they would consent to be 
tried on charges of unlawful assembly. He 
wished to remind Deputy Mulcahy that it 
had been only by consent that “Finné of 
unlawful assembly could be dealt with in a 
District Court. Conser’ had been obtained, 
and the District Justice convicted a number 
of these men. Mr. Lynch, the State Solici- 
tor, told the District Justice that the Govern- 
men looked on these cases with great gravity, 
end said that these were the views of the 
Attorney-General, who had asked that the 
defendants be severely dealt with. Mr. 
Lynch added that he had been asked by the 
Attorney-General to condemn these outrages 
in the strongest possible manner and to state 
that if in futury any further occurrences of 
this kind happened the most severe penalties 
would be pressed for. 

THE APPEAL. 

There had bee), continued the Attorney- 
General, appeals by the men who had been 
convicted. Later another man, who was 
alleged to have taken part in the disturbance, 
was taken up and charged, and he (Attorney- 
General) stated that he should be treated 
just in the same way as the others. This 
man refused to consent to be tried by a Dis- 
trict Justicé, and later he was tried by a 
judge and jury The jury acquitted him. 
Subsequently the other cases came on for 
hearing on appeal, and Judge Sheehy said 
that he considered that, in the interests of 
the peace of the district, the cases should be 
adjourned until the following sitting. 

‘*I do not wish for a moment,” said the 
Attorney-General, ‘‘to be taken as condoning 
what was done in Mohill.’’ He knew that 
there had been complaints about severe treat- 
ment, but there was no justification for people 
going out and burning platforms or inter- 
fering with political meetings. He submitted 
that the charges made by Deputy Mulcahv 
against the Minister for Justice and himself 
should not have been made without serious 
consideration. He believed from what he 
had seen and heard that charges of that sort 
were having a reaction on the more excite- 
able followers of. the party opposite. He 
did aot want to charge General Mulcahy 
with a policy of deliberate incitement, but 
he should not make these charges without 
due consideration, 

He was determined that the Opposition 
should be allowed free and full opportunity 
of expressing their views, and be allowed to 
hold their meetings throughout the country. 
He would hate just as much as Deputy 
O’ Higgins to see the police force driven into 
a position in which it would be afraid to do 
its duty. From his experience he did not 
think that was being done. 


PARTY CRIES. 


The members of the Blue_ Shirt 
organisation, — he. went on, semed to 
have got it into their heads that 


if anybody standing quictly in the streets 
while a Blue Shirt procession was passing 
shouted: “ Up, Dev.” or some such party 
cry, they were entitled to break their ranks 
and hammer the unfortunate man without 
mercy. He knew of incidents where a map 
had been beaten brutally for making use of 
party cries. They had an incident such as 
that in Dublin the other day, when a man 
was sentenced by the District Justice to a 
month in jail, He thought that when the 
Opposition denounced him so viciously and 
venomously they should take. note of what 
was going on in their own ranks. While he 
said that abcut the Opposition, and while 
there were other things that he could say, 
he thought that it was the responsibility of 
the Government and of the people who were 
behind it to go even beyond certain limits to 
give their opponents freedom of speech and 
freedom to hold their meetings, He believed 
that the onus was upon them as a Govern- 
ment to see that the Opposition and all 
parties acting within the law were protected. 


JURY SYSTEM BROKEN DOWN. 

Mr. D. FITZGERALD (U.1., Carlow-Kil- 
kenny) said that he thought the Government 
had shown in one way or another partiality 
which he could call 
justice. He had heard the President say that 
as far as possession of guns by an unlawful 
and unmoral assembly was concerned he was 
not going after them to take their guns. On 
the other hand, he had |seen a man who was 
given a gun in 1923 for Kis protection charged 
and imprisoned. If any one would take the 
trouble to read the newspapers during the last 
twelve months he would see, day after day, 
records of outrages and those were 
perpetrated by veople not opposed to the 
Government, and less than ten per cent, that 
were the work of people opposed to the 
Government. 

The Government. had acted not for putting 
down disorder, or for the protection of the 
State. They knew that the jury system had 
failed, because jurors were threatened that, 
if they convicted any pretended supporter 
of the Government, they would be liable 
to attack. Blue Shirt after Blue Shirt was 
brought before the Military Tribunal and 
convicted, while some members of the 1.R.A. 
were released from jail by the Government. 

He had seen a document. sent to members 
of a jury in the City of Dublin by the 
Cumman na Bhan with an address in Dawson 
street warning jurors that unless calling upon 
an eternal truth they would bear witness to 
a lie; unless they broke their oath they would 
be liable to meet a traitor’s fate. But no 
action was taken by the Government against 
that illegal organisation, nor were the 
premises closed down. If they went through 
the list of outrages in the country for the 
last two years, they would find that t 
majority of the perpetrators escaped scot 
free, The Attorney-General said that state- 
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ments that criminal organisations existed 
that were sufficiently strong to exercise pres- 
sure or juries, and to create in jurors a sense 
of terror, was adding to the fire. But what, 
he asked, were a Government there for? 


FEELING ABROAD. 

There was a well-founded feeling in the 
country that the Government were out to 
save people who broke the law because these 
people were its supporters. The Govefn- 
ment was carefully neglecting to do its duty. 

Apparently Government policy was to bring 
eople before the Tribunal who should be 
bia before juries and to bring before 
juries people who should be brought before 
the Tribunal, and the purport of that was 
that the Government desired to prostitute 
justice. 

The President had definitely encouraged the 
I.R.A. The deputy knew that Mr. de Valera 
would rather the I.R.A. was ‘dissolved and 
become a Fianna Fail club, but actually if 
he thought the organisation was against the 
interests of the people of this country, he 
should deal with it as far as he had legal 
power. 

Suppose the I.R.A. perpetrated some out- 
rage in the Six Counties,’’ continued Mir. 
Fitzgerald, ‘‘it actually occurred on one 
occasion that a machine-gun was turned on 
some British troops in. a most cowardly 
way —— i 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork: E.) hotly inter- . 
vened with: That was done by your own 
gang, and you know it. And a damned 
good pension you gave them for doing it. 
The men you charged stood their trial and 
were acquitted. 

‘‘Remember,”” continued Mr. Fitzgearld, 
“that the Great War arose out of just such 
a situation. ie the certain Government that 
showed favour to the gang responsible for 
the wurders did not show any more favour 
to the organisation than the present Govern- 
ment does. If the I.R.A. commited an out- 
rage in the Six Counties we might become 
involved in a very serious situation. 

The Government, through their policy, had 
reduced the farmers to the posivion where 
they did not own their lands, as they formerly 
did. Mr. de Valera had plainly shown that 
he thought that land should not belong to a 
farmer if he was not prepared to do what 
the Government considered right for him to 
do with the land. It was hardly deniable 
that the majority of the farmers of tls 
country at the end of the year had made 
more of a loss than a gain. The Govern- 
ment’s policy seemed to him to have dragged 
Irish nationalism in the mud, and to have 
encouraged all those evil revolutionary tradi- 
tions in the country which had arisen as a 
result of historic circumstanes. 


DEPUTY AND GUARDS. 

Mr. DAVIN challenged the wisdom of 
Deputy O’Higgins making complaints against 
officers of the Guards, and Guards who were 
not there to defend themselves. , 

“I strongly resent the action of Deputy 
Mulcahy,” continued Mr. Davin, “ in coming 
here, in a Hamar Greenwood fashion, to make 
allegations about disorders alleged to have 
occurred in my constituency. No disorder of 
any serious nature has been reported to me 
since this Government came into office.” 

He was very sorry to have to condemn the 
action of ({jeneral O'Duffy in condemning re- 
cently the Chief Superintendent of the Gardai 
in the area in which he was speaking at the 
time. He suggested that all parties in the 
House should refrain from holding political 
demonstrations over the graves of dead Irish- 
men, 


PRESERVATION OF 
PEACE, 
EVERY CITIZEN’S DUTY. 


Mr. RUTTFLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
said that Deputy Mulcahy had referred to a 


the Military Tribunal. He wished to inform 
the deputy that the reason why that particular 
person had not been brought before the Mili- 
tary Tribunal was because the Tribunal had 
not the power to try him. General Mulcahy 


had also referred to the' Drogheda case, but 
it might be pointed out that the members of 
the Blue Shirt organisation could have assisted 
the Guards in identifying some of the persons 
that had been responsible for the disorder and 
had not done so. It was not fair, proper, and 
just to try to blame the Guards, many of 
whom had to be brought from the Dépót. 
The people who said that they had such great 
respect for law and order should assist 
them by giving them the names and 
addresses of those concerned in those attacks, 
It was the duty of every citizen to give every 
assistance for the preservation of peace. One 
of the objects of the Opposition was to create 
turmoil in the hope that by doing so they 
would create an opportunity of returning to 
ofice. The British policy of stirring-up tur- 
moil m the country could not be assigned to 
his side of the House. They had done their 
utmost to preserve peace. When,» a few 
months ago, they had brought in a bill to 
prevent the wearing of uniforms they had 
been told that if the Blue Shirt uniform was 
allowed to be used they would have peace in 
the country The Opposition had stated that 
they had not wanted protection, but although, 
owing to the Senate, they had been allowed to 
retain their uniform they were now shouting 
out that they were not receiving adequate 
protection. 


NO SECRET ORDERS. 

There had been little difficulty in protecting 
any Cumann na nGaedheal meeting until the 
formation of the A.C.A. Since the Opposi- 
tion had started that new movement of theirs 
a strain had been put on the Police Force. 
It was a strain that was becoming too heavy 
to bear. When the police tried to baton 
people they had it raised in the House. Every 
move that the police made was being ques- 
tioned, but that was the first time that they 
had seen a clear-cut attempt to attack the 
Guards. It was a well-thought-out plan to 
undermine the forces of the State, and it was 
not to-day or yesterday that it had been 
started. He could tell the House that no in- 
structions, either secret or otherwise, had been 
given by his department to the Guards, ex- 
cept to do their duty fairly and cleanly. 

H was very easy for anyone to get up on a 
platform and criticise members of a force who 
were not able to defend t' emselves. “hey 
knew the effect that would have on a force 
that was not disciplined like the G: rds. 
He believed that those attc.:ts would fail, 
and that their attempts to break the morale 
of the force would fall te the ground. The

Guards had done their duty loyally, and 
when they had to resort to baton charges 
they had done so in the interests of peace 
and with the idea of preserving orer.

It was also suggested that purchases should

politically friendly towards the Blue Shirt 
movement. That policy of economic victimi- 
sation had been associated .with the party 
opposite ever since they had got power. 
How could there possibly be any friendly 
relations between the political parties so long 
as that stood as the avowed policy of 
|Cumann na nGaedheal. Referring to the 
meeting in Balbriggan three or four months 
ago, the Minister said that three or four 
hundred Blue Shirts had been imported into 
the town, where a considerable majority of 
the people were supporters of the Govern- 
ment, and conducted themselves in such a 
way as to outrage the feelings of every 
decent citizen. The same thing had happened 
at Mullingar, where men who had .not, re- 
turned the Blue Shirt salute—this Hitler hand- 
shake—were knocked oft their bicycles and 
compelled to do ii. The same thing happened 
in Newcastle West, where gangs of armed 
rufians were imported with the idea of 
terrorising people Most of those men came 
armed. A Blue Shirt could carry a Colt re- 
volver and use it in such circumstances that 
he was afterwards sent to prison. 


A PROVOCATIVE POLICY. 


There would be no disturbance at meetings

LONDON, Wednesday. 
N the House of Commons this afternoon, 
My. I. J. Albery (Conservative) asked 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer whether 
his attention had been drawn to the terms 
of a bill which had recently been introduced 
into the Parliament of the Union of South 
Africa, entitled the Colonial Stock Act, 
1900 (Declaration) Bill, and whether he 
was in a position to make any statement 
on the subject. 

Mr. Chamberlain—Yes, sir. The bill in 
question is the result of an agreement 
between His Majesty’s Governments in 
the United Kingdom and in the Union of 
South Africa, and will be followed by 
legislation in this country. Last autumn 
the Union Government informed us that 
they proposed to repeal Section 65 of the 
South Atrica Act, 1909, which provides for 
the exercise of the power of disallowance 
in respect of Union legislation. The action 
they proposed to take was in accordance 
with the constitutional developments of 
the last few years. But, as the House is 
aware, one of the conditions prescribed by 
the Treasury under the Colonial Stock Act, 
1900, with which every Dominion or 
Colonial Government must comply in order 
to obtain trustee status in the United 


Mr. COSGRAVE asked if any instruction | Kingdom for their securities, is concerned 


with this power of disallowance. The third 
Treasury condition stipulates that the right 
of disallowance shall be expressly recog- 
nised by the borrowing Government in 
respect of any legislation which appears 
to the United Kingdom Governmert? alter 
any of the provisions affecting the stock, to 
the injury of the stockholder, or to involve 
a departure from the original contract in 
regard to the stock. The Union Govern- 
ment, therefore, realising that when the 
power of disallowance ceased these condi- 
tions would, in the absence of express 
stipulation, become nugatory, and desiring 
to maintain in the fullest possible degree 
the rights of holders of their stocks, 
approached His Majesty's Government in 
the United Kingdom with a view to devis- 
ing an alternative form of safeguard. 

As a result of discussion between thie 
two Governments, it was agreed, I am 
glad to say, that the ‘Union Government 
should enter into an undertaking with 
the United Kingdom Government which 
should be accepted by the Treasury, sub- 
ject to the approval of Parliament, as an 
alternative to the third of the existing 
conditions to which I have just referred. 
The Union Government have already 


taking. That is the bill to which my 
hon. friend refers. 
THE UNDERTAKING, 


The following is the new form of under- 
taking, which, as I say, has been con- 
firmed by an Act of the Parliament of the 
Union :— 

His Majesty’s Government in the 
Dominion has undertaken that legislation 
which appears to His Majesty's Govern- 
}ment in the United Kingdom to alter ang 
of the provisions affecting the stock, to 
the injury of stockholders, or to involve 
a departure from the original contract in 
regard to the stock, shall not be submitted 
for the Royal assent except after agree- 
ment with His Majesty's Government :n 
the United Kingdom, and that, if atten- 
tion is drawn to any such legislation as 
aforesaid after the passing thereof by the 
Parliament of the Dominion, His 
Majesty’s Government in the Dominion 
will take the necessary steps to ensure 
such amendment as may be requested by 
His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom, | 

A bill is being presented to this House 
authorising the Treasury to accept ‘an 
wadertaking in the agreed form from any 
Dominion Government which prefers) to 
adopt this as an alternative to the exist- 
ing condition. On the other hand, any 
Dominion Government which prefers to 
borrow under the existing Treasury condi- 
tion, as many of these Governments do, 
is at liberty to continue its existing 
practice. 

I should add that I am entirely satisfied 
that the existing rights of stockholders 
will be safeguarded equally under either 
condition. In this respect there is no 
difference of substance between the two 


alternatives. No present or future stock- 
holder need be under any apprehension 
on this account.

Falling Trade. 

The Saorstdt’s trade continues to decline 
with the inevitability of the condemned 
prisoner in the oubliette. 
months that ended in May, 1930, it stood 
at a value of £110,508,456. From that level 
it has fallen steadily, and the latest 
returns show that within the period My, 
1933, to May, 1934, it has sunk to 
£56,227,793. In other words, the Free 
State’s trade to-day is little more than 
half of what it was five years ago. The 
decline in value had begun before 
President de Valera’s accession to power ; 
for the Free State could not hope to 
escape the effects of the general fall in 
prices. Since his declaration of economic 
war, however, the descent has been swift 
beyond all reckoning, and, unfortunately, 
most of the suffering has been endured by 
the Free State. The five months, January 
to May, 1934, show an increase in total 
trade, as compared with the level for the 
corresponding five months of 1933; but 
the increase is entirely on the side of 
imports, and exports actually show a 
fall. Nothing, however, reveals the 
havoc of the economic war more clearly 
than the fact that the adverse balance 
of trade is almost precisely equal to the 
value of the Free State’s exports. For 
the ‘twelve months’ period the adverse 
balance stands at £18,003,703, while 
exports are valued at £18,738,459. Im- 
ports during the same period amount to 
£37,115,748. In other words, the 
Saorstdt’s import trade 1s worth twice as 
much as her export trade. 

It is high time that President de Valera 
should declare, once and for all, his policy 
in regard to the Saorstdt’s external trade. 
His avowed object is to render her self- 
sufficient ; but his practice is strikingly at 
variance with this precept. The Govern- 
ment is helpless to avert the collapse ot 
our external trade, but, even while ic talks 
of self-sufficiency, it is struggling to 
sustain the export trade by means of 
bounties and subsidies. How long does 
President de Valera propose that this pro- 
gramme of makeshifts shall be continued ?

Madame Curie. 


In an age when women have attacked 
and conquered so many of the positions 
filled formerly only by men, it is a little 
surprising that science has held out so 
long against them. Business, politics, art 
and letters all have opened their doors tc 
women, and have seen them rise to high 
honours ; but the death of Madame Curie 
reminds us how few have followed her own 
distinguished example. Yet Madame 
(Curie’s name alone would be enongh to 
justify her sex in this field; for it. holds 
a place high in the ranks of modern 
science. Born in Warsaw in 1867, she 
became attracted by her father’s chemical 
experiments at a very early age, and these 
gave her a taste for science which never 
deserted her. It was in association with 
her husband, however, that she was able 
to use her great gifts to the best 
advantage, and between them they were 
responsible for a discovery which has 
brought many changes—the discovery vi 
radium. As so often happens, the dis 
covery was made by several workers almost 
simultaneously ; but it was the Curies who 
first succeeded in establishing radium as 
a new substance. This they did in 1898 
at Joachimsthal, a small town in Czecho 
slovakia, where they were able to isolate 
radium from pitchblende found in the dis- 
trict. The town,.which still possesses the 
largest radium mines in the world, leapt 
to sudden prosperity as a result of the 
Curies, but the discovery was_ to’ have 
effects much further afield. Since then 
radium has scome more important than 
anyone could well have imagined at the 
time, and medical science has not yet ex- 
plored its nossibilities fully. Madame 
Curie’s patient research, both before and 
after her husband’s death, has been 
largely responsible for the great benefits 
that it has brought. )

The Drought. 


The drought, fortunately. has caused 
little trouble thus far to the people of the 
Free State. Her non-human population, 
on the ether hand, has begun to show 
signs of grave distress, At yesterday's 
meeting of the Dublin Fishery Conservators 
the head water bailiff declared in his report 
that most. of the salmon in the Liffey 
seem to be in a sickly eondition, and 
that many have died. There is a 
variety of opinion about the cause of this 
sickness and mortality. According to the 
bailiff, the whole River Liffey is a mass of 
pollution ; for drains of every description 
from Islandbridge to Lucan, and higher up 
stream, flow into it, causing an oily surface 
on the water; and the painting and oiling 
of boats in the neighbourhood of Ringsend 
is another source of danger. The general 
opinion, however, is that the low condition 
of the water has been, if not the only cause, 
at any rate a substantial cause of the death 
of the fish; for some specimens have been 
taken dead from the water and show no 
trace of disease, A week or two, indeed, of: 
solid rain—whatever harm it might do to 
the holiday season—would bring a con- 
siderable amount of benefit to many parts 
of the country.

JuLy 5, 1914, 


Twelve officers of the Uhlan 
Regiment kept watch over the 
bodies of the Archduke Ferdinand 
and his wife as they were carried 
from Vienna to the banks of the 
Danube, and there placed on a 
ferry and rowed slowly across the 
river. Ihe funeral cortége arrived 
at the Castle Church, Artstettin, at 
5 a.m., where priests and nuns said 
prayers alternately, and at noon 
the bodies were interred in the 
castle vault. A warning from 
Austria to Serbia is contained in a 
communiqué, published in the 
‘* Pester Lloyd," in Budapest, in 
which it is stated that Austria does 
not want a war with Serbia, but is 
justified in expecting that Serbia 
should in every respect fulfil the 
duties of an honourable neighbour. 
‘* Those responsible for the destiny 
of the Monarchy,’ the communiqué 
-adds,.‘" cannot possibly neglect the. .. 
duty of discussing this question 
quite quietly, but seriously and 
resolutely, with the Serbian 
Government.” 

In Britain Sir Edward Carson, 
the central figure in an anti-Home 
Rule demonstration held by 10,000 
people at Herne Hill, London, 
pointed out that it was not gene- 
rally. realised that the Home Rule 
Bill had been passed and awaited 
only the signature of the King. 

In Ireland the Government is 
being hardly pressed by Mr. John 
Redmond to repeal the Arms Pro- 
clamation. __In Belfast the South 
Down Regiment of the Ulster 
Volunteers marched through the 
city, carrying rifles, bayonets and 
machine guns; and near Caledon 
the Tyrone Regiment of the 
U.V.F.,. similarly accoutred, 
carried out manceuvres. At Lis- 
burn and Portadown similar 


parades were held.

EXAMPLE OF MOSAIC 
PAINTING, 


The Medici. Society have just published an 
excellent reproduction in colour of Sir Nevile 
Wilkinson’s ‘‘ Stella Maris.” The original 
picture was first shown at the Irish Water- 
colour Society’s exhibition last year, and 
created a considerable amount of interest, 
owing to the novelty of the technique in 
which it was executed, 

This is known as “ mosaic painting," and 
consists of a network of minute squares 
averaging eleven hundred to the square inch, 
each carefully filled with watercolour paint, 
the general effect being that of old mosaic. 
Althongh specimens of this work have been 
exhibited at the Royal Academy and Royal 
Hibernian Academy for several years past, 
this is the only example of which prints are 


obtainable. ‘ Stella Maris’’ was painted in 
Dublin.

‘LONDON LETTER. 


THE BRITISH MEAT 
MARKET. 
69 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


Wepnesp.y Nicur. 


HE Trish Free State, represented by Mr, 
J. W. Dulanty, was one of the 
members of the important conference on the 
beef situation held at the Dominions (fico 
to-day, with Mr. J. H. Thomas presiding. 
Plans were reviewed for improving the low 
prices now paid for live stock in the home 
market, and these plans turned in the 
direction of further quotas or of levies on 
imports. Owing to the trade agreement 
with Argentina, the British Government 
cannot follow the line suggested of higher 
duties on Argentine produce, with pre. 
ferences to the Dominions, unless the 
Argentine Government consents. This con- 
cession Argentina is not disposed to make, 
but, following upon to-day’s conference, 
further discussions with the Argentine 
Minister in London will take place. 


Emigration. 


One of the great causes of unemployment 
in Britain and in Ireland is the conrpara. 
tive abolition of emigrations to the overseas 
Dominions. Mr. Malcolm Macdonald, t}), 
Under-Secretary for the Dominions, states, 
however, that Empire migration may be 
resumed before long. The Committee 
Overseas Settlement, which has been con 
sidering the whole question, is to issue a 
report shortly on migration policy. Th 
possibility is that emigration may becom: 
an Empire matter, with emigrants proper!: 
selected and carefully planted in places 
best suited to their needs. The pioneer 
emigrant did marvellous work alone ani 
unsupported, but*in future the emigrant 
will not be denied the help his predecessors 
lacked. 


Dominion Stocks, 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer gave 
an answer in the House of Commons this 
afternoon to a most important question by 
Mr. Albery on the South African Colonia! 
Stock Act, 1900, Declaration Bill. The 
answer asserted that the Union Govern- 
ment had been scrupulous throughout in 


consulting the United Kingdom Govern 


ment before taking action which might 
affect U.K. interests. There has been no 
difference of opinion between the two 
Governments on any of the points dis- 
cussed, and the United Kinglom Govern. 
ment is entirely satisfied with the terms of 
the undertaking, which it has agreed to 
accept, subject to the approval of Parlic- 
ment, as an alternative to the third of the 
old Treasury conditions, It appears that 
there is 
Dominion which has already complied with 
the third of the old Treasury conditions to 
depart from that system, and that those 
Dominions, when consulted in the course of 
the present discussions, expressed a 
decided preference for the retention, as far 
as they were concerned, of the present 
system. Holders of trustee stocks of any 
Dominion which has not given an under- 
taking in the new form will not be less 
favourably placed than holders of stoeks of 
South Africa or of any other Dominion 
which may hereafter decide to give the new 
undertaking. The two forms—namely, the 
original Treasury condition and the new 
undertaking—are regarded as affording an 
equal degree of protection to the stock- 
holder, 


Great Britain and France. 


It, is now accepted that the forthcoming 
visit to London of M. Barthou, the French 
Foreign Minister, is one of political im- 
ae and its results may have very 
ar-reaching effects on the foreign policies 
of Great Britain and France. M. Barthou 


| hopes to get the British Government to 


agree to proposals which, if adopted, will 


“put an end to its interest in the League 


of Nations, and a complete abandonment 
of disarmament. France, as a matter of 
fact, desires to bring about an understand- 
ing for mutual assistance in the event of 
attack on this country or on France. Air 
defence would play a most important 
part, and it is worth noting that Lord 
Hailsham has given an indication that, in 
order to guard against air attack in the 
event of war, a substantial force would 
have to be sent overseas. M. Barthou is 
coming here to discover whether there is 
sympathy in the Government ranks with 
his ideas, and, though immediate results 
are not likely, it-is of importance that 
he is coming to submit his views, and 
that these are likely to be heard by the 
Government. 


Wireless Developments. 


In the House of Commons to-day a bill 
was introduced which will, if passed, 
confer on electricity authorities the right 
to relay wireless programmes. It means 
that people may be able to connect a 


‘loud speaker to an ordinary electric wall- 


plug, and receive one of three broadcast 
programmes. The bill proposes that any 
matter broadcast by the B.B.C. or any 
other approved broadcasting station may 
be distributed in this way. Tae pro- 
moters declare that a high-quality recep- 
tion would be ensured without maintain- 
ing an expensive wireless set. 


Speed in the Air. 


An interesting attack on three world 
land-’plane speed ‘‘records’’ will be 
made in France before long in a new type 
of Caudron machine, vn was specially 
built to take part in the 
Coupe Deutsche Air Race, but could not 
be got ready in time. The machine is a 
low-wing single-seater monoplane, fitted 
with an under-carriage that can be wit!)- 
drawn into the wings when in flight. The 
world’s speed ‘‘record’’ for land-’planes 
is officially measured over a three-kilo- 
metre course, which must be flown twice 
in each direction, the mean average speed 
of the four runs constituting the recorded 
figure. The present “record” of 299 
miles an hour was set up in the United 
States by James R. Weddell, who was 
killed in a flying accident only a few days 
ago. The other speed ‘ records ' which 
will be attacked are those for the hundred- 
kilometre and thousand-kilometre courses. 
All three ‘‘records ' are subordinate to

MINISTER'S CERTIFICATE. 


In an affidavit replying to that made 
by Mr. John S. O'Connor, solicitor to the 
Attorney-General, Mr. P. F. O'Reilly, 
solicitor, said that at the trial he heard 
no reference being made to the presence 
or production of the Minister’s certificate 
or the Attorney-General’s consent. He 
repeated that the main issue at the trial 
was whether Patrick Hughes wrote the 
letter dated April 19, 1934, and at no 


time during the trial was the suggestion 


made that Hughes communicated to 
Detective Officer McNamara any letter 
other than that which Detective Officer 
McNamara swore he saw Patrick Hughes 
write. 


The text of the letter was as follows:— 
‘“Midland Hotel, 19/4/'34. 
“Dear Me NAMARA,— 

“ On behalf of the League of Youth, 1 
hereby authorise you, and con- 
fidently rely on you, to negotiate 
with your friend, who is employed 
in the capacity of clerk at Police 
Headquarters, for the purpose of 
procuring copies of confidentia! 
State and police documents, espe- 
cially ones. relating to Government 
policy or contemplated activities 
against leaders of our organisation. 
In return I can offer and give ac- 
cording to the worth and value of 
such information 

“ Yours sincerely, 

SE Hoacues.”’ 

Mr. Costello gave in the typescript of the 
evidence taken at the hearing of the case 
before the Tribunal, the typescript having 
been referred to in the affidavits showing 
cause, 

An objection by the Attorney-Genera! with 
regard to the typescript was overruled by the 
Court, having regard to the fact that the 
document was referred:to in -the affidavits 
showing cause, 

“From start to finish in this transcript,’’ Mr. 
Costello stated, “ there is no statement any- 
where that either the certificate of an Execu- 
tive Minister or the consent of the Attorney- 
General was tendered or put in evidence.”’ 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—I do not think that 
that is really controverted. The affidavits 
stated that these documents were in ex- 
istence, that they were sent to the Registrar 
of the Court, who handed them up to the 
President of the Court. 

The Attorney-General said that he was 


submitting that the documents were in 
evidence. Counsel, in opening the case, said 
that there were certain charges which re- 


quired a certificate by an Executive Minister 
and the consent of the Attorney-General. 
While counsel was speaking the documents 
were handed by the Registrar to the Presi- 
dent of the Tribunal, and the President 
stated. “ We have them before us.”’ 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—They were in the 
custody of the Court. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—There is nothing to 


show that the documents were put In 
evidence, If it turns out otherwise after- 
wards you can refer to it. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Are you relying on 
the fact that the documents were put in | 
eWdence or that they were in existence, or | 
on both grounds? | 

The Attorney-General said that he relied | 
on both grounds, ; | 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—There is vo con: | 
troversy about the facts. The Covumenuts 


were in existence; they were in the custody 
of the Registrar of the Tribunal. Cou: sel, in 
his opening statement when reviewin , the 
case. stated that these documents were 
necessary, and at that time they were handed 
up by the Registrar to the President. Is 
that not where the matter rests so far as you 
are concerned ? 

The Attorney-General—Yes, with the addi- 
tional statement of the President that ''we 
have them before us.”’ 

Mr, Justice O’Byrne—It is not suggested 
that they were put in evidence in the usual 
way of being before counsel, and available 
for counsel on both sides. 

The Attorney-General—I am _ submitting 
that what happened at the Tribunal amounted 
to that. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—In the affidavit filed 
on your behalf it is made a very small 
matter. It does not appear from the affidavit 
that these documents were handed up. It 
simply stated that the Registrar had them in 
his possession, and that when they were re- 
ferred to by Mr. Maguire the President said, 
“ We had them.” 

The Attorney-General—It is clear that the: 
handing up of the documents by the 
Registrar took place coincidently with Mr. 
Maguire’s statement. 

Mr. Costello said that he proposed to use 
as little of the transcript of the evidence as 
possible. He thought that it was essential 
that he should read virtually the whole of the 
evidence of Detective-Officer McNamara, and 
then to refer to what each witness said. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—lIs this to prove home 
the statements in the affidavits! 

Mr. Costello—Yes. 1 will refer to pages 
in the transcript where Detective Officer 
McNamara gave evidence about the letter. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—We do not want it 
for the present. 

Mr. Costello—Very well. 
your lordship on the point. 
" The substantial application here, he con- 
tinued. was for Aabeas corjus under Article 
VI. of the Constitution, which set out that 
the liberty of the person is inviolable, and 
no person shall be deprived of his liberty 
except in accordance with the law. That 
Article imposed on the Court the duty of as- 
certaining whether the person detained was 
being detained in accordance with the law. 

He proposed to show that Hughes was being 
held in unlawful detention. The grounds, he 
thought, could be divided into three parts. 
First, there would be those grounds which 
were merely technical points, as to the form 
of the order in the summons or indictment, 
or whatever it might be called, and the alter- 
native counts or charges, on which a person 
was entitled to rely. The second classifica- 
tion was one of the jurisdiction of this Tribu- 
nal to hear, try or convict Hughes on the 
charges preferred against him, because in the 
indictment or summons, or whatever it was 
called, there was no mention of a certificate 
of the Minister, and the indictment on its 
face showed no jurisdiction, He found it 
very difficult to find what was the order of 
conviction of the Court at all, whether: they 
were to assume that the statement issued to 
the Press by the Tribunal was to be re- 
garded as the order of conviction, or whether 
it was the document now produced from the 
Registrar of the Tribunal. That order of con- 
viction did not refer to the certificate of the 
Executive Minister, and, therefore. did not 
show the jurisdiction of this Tribunal on its 
face. The High Court having in the General 
O’Duffy case held that the Military Tribunal 
was an inferior Court, the order of the Trbu- 
nal should on its face show the jurisdiction 
of the Tribunal as an inferior Court. On top 
of that, no certificate of the Executive Minis- 
ter was ever proved or, in fact, tendered in 
evidence. He submitted that as the certi- 
ficate of the Minister had appeared in the 
charges, and that the order of the Tribunal 
did not show on its face jurisdiction as an 
inferior Court, the order was void, and the 
conviction should be quashed. 

Another ground would be that. having re- 
gard to those findings of the Tribunal which 
were published in the Press, what Mr. Jus- 
tice Gibson had described as “the fundamen- 
tal rules of the legal game had been disre- 
garded”’ by the proceedings and procedure 
of this case, and the whole proceedings were, 
therefore, void. 

Mr. Costello pointed to the findings of the 
Tribunal, in which, he ‘said, there was the 
preferment of a charge other than those on 
which Hughes was tried, without giving him.

funds given to him in trust by a parishioner, 
defendant resumed his seat in the dock attired 
in a black frock coat and a clerical collar. 

He pleaded not guilty to charges of embezzl- 
ing sums of money amounting to £2,150, 
being part of the sums which he was alleged 
to have received in trust from Mrs. Elizabeth | 
McGerty, of Myrtle Bank, Waterside, Kirkin- 
tilloch, between October, 1922, and October, 
1924. 

John D. MeGowan, of Lindores, egent in 
the Renfield street branch of the British 
Linen Bank, said that various sums of money 
had been deposited in the names of Father 
James MeNally and Mrs. E. McGerty on 
various dates. One sum for £620 was in the 
joint names, and the address was given as 
Hill street, Springburn._ In April, 1925, a 
further sum of £220 was deposited in the 
joint names of the two persons, and the same 
address was given. Witness replied in the 
negative when asked if he knew Father 
McNally. Defendant, however, called upon 
him in February of this year, and said that 
he had some transactions with the branch and 
wanted witness to look into details. He said 
he thought he had deposited £620 some years 
before and asked witness to look up the 
various hooks. 

“ As far as I can recall, Father M‘Nally 

stated that he got’ this sum from Mrs, 
M‘Gerty to keep for her, as she did not like 
to have so much money in the house, and 
he took it to the hank. Defendant did not 
appear to know what had happened to the 
money. 
_ Detective-Constable John M‘Calman, of 
Glasgow, gave evidence of the arrest of defen- 
dant, who, when charged, replied ‘ Not 
guilty.” 

He was aware of the fact that the accused 
man came across from Ireland to Scotland 
and surrendered to the police. 

Replying to further questions, witness said 
that Mrs. M‘Gerty had given defendant 
£1,600. That was the amount for which 
she had witnesses, but there were other sums 
in addition. She made no mention of £100 
having been repaid. A warrant was taken 
out for Father M‘Nally in Scotland, and 
was sent to Ireland to be served by witness. 

THE DEFENCE. 

The only witness for the defence was the 
uccused man, and in answer to Mr. King 
Murray, he said that he was 41 years of age. 
He had known Mrs. McGerty since he was 
curate in Springburn Parish. That was in 
1921. He knew her husband died in 
L922. The house that Mrs. McGerty lived 
iv in Hill street was in his district, and it 
was his duty to visit the house. 

He denied the charges of embezzlement. 
He said that he had received various amounts 
of Ss. and 10s. from Mrs. McGerty, This 
was for saying Mass. Regarding the sum 
of £620, he said that he received it and put 
it in the bank the next day. He received 
the money in Mrs. McGerty’s mother’s house. 
When he saw Mrs. McGerty the next day 
he took the deposit receipt out of his pocket, 
Signed 3., and gave it to her. After Mrs. 
McGerty’s husband’s death he gave her con- 
scientious advice about her business and 
financial affairs. It was at his suggestion 
that she appointed a Mr. Donnelly to take

FORMAL demand for documents made 

by the Free State Prices Commission on 

a Dublin firm was refused at yester- 
day’s sitting of the Commission. 

The Chairman, Mr. J. -'. O’Brien, formally 
warned the firm concerned, the Dublin Brick 
Company, Ltd., that ‘‘ necessary steps ” 
would be taken to obtain the documents and 
have the relevant penalty (up to £50), im- 
posed for the refusal. 

The Commission met at La Touche Bank 
Buildings, Castle street, Dublin, “ for the 
purpose of taking evidence from representa- 
tives of the Dublin Brick ge, ag Ltd.. 
regarding the investigation into the prices of 
all materials and appliances used in the build- 
me, i houses.”’ 


M. Good, LL.D.) appeared on behalf of the 
Dublin Brick ‘Company. “The taking of 
evidence from the company had been ad- 
journed from a previous sitting of the 
Commission, 

At the outset yesterday, Mr. Dockrell 
applied for a furtaer adjournment of one 
week, on the grounds that Mr. John Good, 

rincipal of the company, was still away from 

ome, and that in consequence it would not 
be fair to them to produce the documents 
in his absence. 

The Chairman said that, for the benefit of 
the Dublin Brick Company and other persons 
who might be concerned, he would like to 
make the Commission 's attitude clear. On 
July 8, 1932, the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, introducing the Housing (Financial 
and Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1932, said

“Without being dramatic,’ continued the 
Chairman, ‘‘I would like to say that the 
situation has arisen.”

The 
Commission preferred to have no examination 
of witnesses; they did not come to any 
decision, but simply made a report to the 
Government. In accordance with their pro- 
cedure, the Commission that day sought to 
have certain documents produced by the com- 
pany. In the case of that company, and in 
the case of others covered by the inquiry, 
there had been increases of price subsequent 
to the setting up of the inquiry. 

Those increases were regarded as neces- 
sarily calling for special attention. The com- 
pany had accepted an opportunity of dis- 
cussing the whole question with the Commis- 
sion privately, and there was nothing in the 
documents concerned which the Commission 
did not know. They desired, however, to 
have those documents produced formally at 
this public sitting. | 

As regards Mr, Good’s absence, the Com- 
mission did not consider a ‘‘ carrier or escort’’ 
necessary for the documents, and they did 
not propose to have any cross-examination 
on them. The argument that Mr. Good’s 
presence was necessary was one to which no 
tribunal in its senses could give a moment’s 
consideration, 

They gave an adjournment from the last 
sitting because they thought Mr. Dockrell 
was going to produce some legal argument 
on this matter. Unless he did so, they could 
only conclude by calling formally upon Mr. 
Patrick Deey, the company’s secretary and 
representative, to present the documents 
which had been referred to in the order sent 
by the Commission to the company, 

Mr, Dockrell replied that, having regard to 
the company’s position in the matter of the 
price of bricks in the Free State, and in 
order that justice should be done, he objected 
to the evidence being presented piecemeal.

‘DUBLIN’S POOR. 
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£250,000 WANTED FROM 
SWEEPSTAKE FUNDS. 


The Dublin Board of Health is seeking 
to obtain a sum of £250,000 from the funds 
of the Hospitals Sweepstakes to enable 
them to reorganise and convert the present 
Union -hospital into an up-to-date institu- 
tion free to the poor. 

The deputation from the Board. which 
was headed by Mr. P. 8S. Doyle, T.D., 
Chairman, waited on the Hospitals’ Com- 
mission, and as a result the Commission 
will visit the institution and examine the 
buildings. 

The Board of Health considers that, for 
a hospital which accommodates on an 
average 1,500 patients per day, a strong 
case can be made for the proposed exten- 
sion, and for its segregation from the Union 
hospital. 

The deputation also propose that the re- 
organised institution should be sanctioned 
as a training school for nurses, so as +o 
abolish inmate labour. 

There is at present a nursing staff of 
seventy-five trained nurses, three whole- 
time medical men and four visiting medical 
men. 

The deputation advanced the plea that a 
large free hospital for the poor of Dublin 
was a reasonable request, and that funds to 
establish it might be made available from 
the proceeds of the sweepstakes, the rates 
to maintain the new institution.

COUNTY : LIMERICK 
CATTLE SEIZURE. 


Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, in- 
formed Mr. J. M. Burke (U.I., Cork W.) 
in the Dail yesterday that the number of calf 
skins exported during June was 30,685. It 
was not possible to state how many calves 
had been slaughtered, as the bounty scneme 
took into consideration only the inspection 
and export of skins irrespective of the date 
of slaughter. Carcases were disposed of in 
various ways, but there was no information 
available as to the number disposed of in any 
particular manner. 4” 

Mr. G. C. BENNETT (U.I., Limerick) 
asked the Minister for Agriculture whether 
he was aware that at a recent seizure at 
Fedamore, Co. Limerick, of cattle for arrears 
of annuities heifers purchased under the 
heifer Joan scheme were among the number 
seized, and it he would state whether it was 
the- policy that stock. which was purchased 
by farmers by means of loans issued by one 
department of State may be seized by another 
department. 

r. RYAN said that loans under the Heifer 
Loan Scheme were made by the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation and the chattel mortgage 
required to be given in connection with such 
loans was no protection against seizure of the 
animals concerned, for non-payment by the 
borrowers of moneys due in respect of land 
annuities. 


INCIDENTS IN SEVERAL PLACES. 


Mr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
replying to Mr. J. M. Burke (U.I., Cork) 
said that police ‘inquiries were at present 
proceeding into the attack on a number of 
supporters of the United [Ireland Party 
returning from a polling booth in County 
Cork as a result of which James Ryan, of 
Ballymountain, was wounded by gun shot. 
In the meantime he was not prepared to make 
any statement on the matter. 

Replying to Mr. Bennett. (U.I., Limerick), 
who asked the reason for a baton charge at 
a cattle sale at Fedamore, Co. Limerick, Mr. 
RUTTLEDGE said that, as proceedings were 
likely to be instituted, he did not think it 
proper to. make any statement. 

r. MULCAHY (U.I., Dublin N.) asked 
the Minister for Justice whether he was 
aware that when an income tax collector was 
being charged at Carrick-on-Shannon on June 
lst with conspiracy, unlawful agsembly, 
aiding and abetting snother while in pos- 
session. of a «revolver on the night 
of the 26th April, when a platform 
intended for a Fine Gael meeting at Mohill 
was attacked, and an attempt made forcibly 
to take possession of the Civic Guard Station, 
the State Solicitor stated in the District 
Court that his instructions were that if the 
defendant consented to be tried by that 
Court certain charges would be with- 
drawn; on whose authority the State Solici- 
tor made this statement, and whose desire 
this was. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE. replied _ that the 
accused in this case did not come before 
the Court until other charges arising out of 
the same incident had been disposed of. 
There was no ground for making a distinc- 
tion between this and the other cases, and 
he was asked if he would consent to be tried 
by the District Justice. He declined, and 
he was returned for trial. 2 

Mr. MULCAHY also asked if, when a 
number of persons were being tried in con- 
nection with the above incidents, certain 
charges were withdrawn, and on whose 
authority this was done. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE said it was open always 
to the prosecution to elect what charges 
would be proceeded with.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
TERRORISTS.

BENGAL'S EDUCATIVE 
MEASURES. 


An intensive campaign against terrorism, 
by means of lectures, phiets and 
demonstrations exposing t futility of 
terrorist methods, has been decided on by tha 
Government of Bengal. 

The principal districts where the cam- 
paign w-l be set on foot, states Reuter 
from Calcutta are: Chittagong, !":dnapore 
(both formerly centres of terrorist activity), 
Dacca, Mymensingh, Tippera and Backerguaj. 
School teachers will be asked to maintain a 
close supervision of their students, both in 
and out of school, and to act in close co- 
operation with parents and guardians, so that 
the students may be kept from falling into 
bad company. i 

Unemployment relief schemes also find their 
place in the anti-terrorist campaign, it being 
realised that the uneniployed furnish a good 
field for terrorist recruitment. 

_ Anothet phas’ of the Government’s activity 
is a scheme for the vocational training of 
inmates of the Berh ur Detention Camp, to 
enable them to earn their living on release. 
According to this scheme, at present under 
consideration, there will be three classes 
prisoner-students, numbering forty each, in 
shorthand, book-keczing and typewriting. 
Students will be ex to take up all three 
subjects. ‘The initial cost of this scheme is 
calculated to be over £1,000, with a recurring 
cost of £500 annually, if the --heme becomes 
permanent. y

HEAVY FINES IMPOSED.

James J. Campbell, Hill street, Newry, and 
Charles Carr, Mayobridge, were summoned at 
Newry Petty Sessions to-day for failing to 
truly answer questions put to them by the 
police at Belleek., and also for a breach of the 
land regulations.

In the Senate yesterday, on the Report 
(Temporary Pro- 
visions) (No, 2) Bill, 1934, Colonel MUORE 
introduced an amendment to extend the opera- 
tion of the bill until the 3lst July, 1935, 
instead of as previously amended by Senator 
Blythe to 30th Novemoer, 1934. 

He said that he thought it was important 
to get this bill in as soon as possible, and get 
it tinished. The original amendment was 
really a serious business, because anything to 
do with the Army, especially here at the 
present time, was extremely dangerous. They 
had had experience in the past and in other 
countries Chace things were in a still more 
dangerous condition of unrest than here. The 
permanent bill, before being introduced, 
should be in as perfect a condition as ible. 
Judging from the present bill and the Eng- 
lish bill, it would be of considerable length, 
and would take some time. 

Mr. FARREN seconded the amendment. 
The action of the majority-party of the House 
in the matter was not very creditable. It 
was an unreasonable attitude for them to 
adopt, and he believed that the- House ought 
to accept this amendment. When the former 
Government was in power it was passed every 

ear, virtually, without any opposition, and 
he did not see why the measure should not 
be treated in the same way as before. i 

Mr. BLYTHE said that here they had a bill 
which was passed without much consideration 
at first, and which, therefore, was liable to 
contain gaps and provisions that were not 
satisfactory. It seemed that the action taken 
by the Government within the past six or 
eight months was definitely suggestive that 
the powers contained in this legislation 
should be examined with the utmost care. 
He would say that there seemed to him to 
have been a complete reversal of policy in a 
most important and fundamental aspect by 
the Government. The whole policy of the 
previous Government was to cut the Army 
off from politics, and that policy was so suc- 
cessful that when a change of Government 
took place, and when the present Ministers, 
who had been in arms against the officers of 
the Army, were placed at their head, there 
was no reaction of any sort. Nothing 
occurred which would give the present 
Government grounds for complaint. 


ARMY AND POLITICS. 


A political army was a danger to the 
State as a whole, and was a danger to the 
party with which it might be associated. The 
selection of men to control the Volunteer 
Force from among the ranks of one political 
party was nothing else but the introduction 
of politics into the Army. Here they had a 
new force going to be very much more 
numerous than the regular army, and they 
had 16 officers selected t> choose the recruits. 
It was admitted that in every area there was 
one of these officers, and no man could be 
recruited without passing the test of one of 
these officers. 

Mr. COMYN said that Mr. Blythe’s pro- 

osal to reduce the Army’s tenure of office 
rom twelve months to three months imme- 
diately brought the soldier into the arena 
of politics. There was a half-suggestion 
thrown out that the eighteen newly-appointed 
officers were not acting in accordance with 
their oath. There was no foundation for that, 
because they had no control over the recruits, 
and there was no suggestion that recruits 
were taken from any political party. There 
was no case made out for the drastic changes 
proposed now. which might have repercus- 
gions which might not be seen. 

Mr. CROSBIE said that it was essential 
that officers of the new force should pass 
some test showing they were qualified for 
their positions. In holding up the measure 
the Senate was doing so as the only possible 
means of emphasising its objection to what 
they considered an innovation. 

Miss K. BROWNE asserted that the men 
who had gone into the Volunteer force were 
of one political opinion. During the recent 
elections she saw one of the Volunteers 
guarding a polling booth with Fianna Fail 
supporters. 


LABOUR ATTITUDE. 


Mr. O’FARRELL said that he thought that 
both Governments had played a bit fast and 
loose with the Army. He and the Labour 
Party took strong exveption to the manipula- 
tion of the legislation so far as the forma- 
tion of the new defence force was con- 
cerned. 

The loyalty of the Army was never more 
needed than at the present time. He could 
not cor--ive the Army ever being used except 
for the preservation of internal order. If there 
was a raid from outside by a substantial 
Air Force—and that was very probably the 
form.in which it would come—the Army with- 
out the assistance of a navy, or anythin 
worthy of the mame of an Air Force, coul 
do little better than scurry for cover just like 
the rest of the population. He was afraid 
the Ministers, both of the past and present 
Governments, were too disposed to make 
speeches to soldiers. The Army was also 
dragged about for too many purposes, includ- 
ing the annual insult to the memory of Wolfe 
Tone. For a number of years rival armies 
had gone to Bodenstown, each professing un- 
dying devotion to Wolfe Tone and unutterable 
contempt for the other. The Army had to 
listen every year, and to draw inferences, if 
not to receive actual suggestions, that the 
political party in power were the apostolic 
successors of Wolfe Tone, while all those who 
dared to oppose them were traitors. He sug- 
gested that if the Opposition could not see 
its way to extend the bill vwntil July 
Bist of next year, that they should consider 
extending it until March Sist next, the end 
of the financial year. Judging. by the 
speeches of certain patriots, the protection of 
the Army might be required sooner than t..e 
people expected, and to have questions of the 
organisation of the Army the subject of con- 
flict, and discussion within the next few 


' months would be very unwise. 


Sir JOHN KEANE said that he would 
support Mr. O’Farrell’s suggestion concern- 


Mr. MILROY said that politics, if applied 
to the Army, was bound to have a de. 
moralising effect, and if the acticn of certain 
super-patriots was allowed to become opera- 
tive, the position of the Army would become 
bad, indeed. ! 

Senator JOHNSTON said that the object 
of the Senate’s amendment was to force into 
discussion twice or three times a year the 
question whether the Executive should be 
given power to establish the Army, and, 
having started it, whether the code of dis- 
cipline should continue. ‘Discussions three 
times in the year, at the instigation of the 
Senate, could not. be beneficial to the ideal 
that the Army should be non-political and 
non party.

The amendment of 
Senator Blythe’s was passed on the Com- 
mittee stages and was an indication that if 
certain things were not done the Senate was 
going to refuse to pass the bill. 

Senator BLYTHE—No. 

Mr. AIKEN—If it does not mean that, then 
it is absolutely futile. Any ordinary man in 
the country will look upon this as a threat 
by the Seanad that if their wishes are not 
acceded to, and that if a permanent Army 
Bill is not produced and passed they 
are not going to give the Government any 
powers to control the Army in a legal fashion. 

Continuing, the Minister said that there 
were twenty offfters put in by him into the 
Regular Army. They were given Regular 
Army commissions, and, after taking a course 
in the Military Training College, they were 
assigned to the duty of assisting to organise.

THE WORK OF 1922. 


Continuing, the Minister said that when 
the present Government took over control 
he did his utmost to take up the work that 
he had been defeated in in 1922, and that 
was to organise every young man who wanted 
to serve his country in arms in an army 
under the control of the representatives of 
the people. It was open to anybody to see 
that the real object in starting the volunteer 
force was that the Army would be representa- 
tive of all the people, and that it would have 
the confidence of all the people, not that it 
would be a political force. :

of allegiance they took, and will serve any 
Government elected by the people. Senator 
Blythe, however, would not want the Army 
to serve any Government elected by the 
people. Senator Blythe was the gentleman 
who now talked about politics in the Army. 
but who had stated in 1931 that if any other 
Government caine into power it was the 
Army’s job to see that the Government acted 
constitutionally and were “good boys” in 
the opinion of the Army or they would not 
be bound to give it allegiance. He saw no 
reason for resisting the amendment. 

Colonel MOORE said that it was an ex- 
traordinary state of affairs that the Opposi- 
tion should try to force the Government to 
bring in a new bill to do away with a bill 
drawn up by the previous Government.

Free State had fallen to £56,227,793, 
compared with a total of £59,249,518 for the 
ear ended May, 1933; a total of £84,919,959 
or the year ended May, 1932; a total of 
,063,974 at May, 1931, and a total of 
£110,508,456 for the year ended May, 1930; 
so that in the last five vears the external 
trade of the country has been reduced by 
virtually fifty E cent. according to trade 
returns issued by the Statistics Department 
of the Ministr, of Industry and Commerce. 

For the twelve months ended May, 1934, 
the adverse trade balance had risen to 
£18,003,703, compar.d with £13,937,234 at 
May, 19335 £15,547,065 at May, 1932; 
£11,111,296 at May, 1931, and £10,688,018 at 
May, 1950. The adverse balance, in fact, 
was almost equal to the value of exports, 
which stood at £18,738,459, against an import 
total of £37,115,748. ' 

The trade for the five months January to 
May, 1934, totalled £23,097,114, compared 
with £22,309,274 for the corresponding five 
months of 1933, the trade showing a welcome 
increase for the peri f £787,840. During 
the first five months of this year, however, 
the exports showed a further decline, though

the imports increased in value. The figures 
were as follows:— Exports for January- 
May, 1934, £7,085,007, :e-exports £134,809, 


compared with exports £7,415,767 and re- 
exports £542,804 in the five months January- 
May, 1933.

Of ‘other.’ countries Germany is the 
next best customer, as in the five months 
this year German goods value £1,037,561 
were imported to the Free State, whilst the 
Free State exported to Germany only 
£61,692. Imports from the U.S.A. were value 
£757,369 in the five months this year, whilst 
as to that country were value £62,466. 
Belgium found a market in the Free State 
for goods value £445,182, whilst exports to 
that country were value £95,893. Similarly 
the Free State imported goods value 
£530,985 from the Argentina and exported 
to that country goods value £2,297. Imports 
from Poland were valued at £370,478, whilst 
exports to that country were £3,138. Imports 
from Australia were valued at £408,867 in 
the five months this year, whilst exports to 
that country were valued at £4,984. Imports 
from Canada were valued at £318,952 and 
exports to Canada £7,983.

Miss BROWNE said that numerous com- 
missions had been set up, some of them 
wholly unnecessary.
